The commission, with 
members from Canada, In- 
dia and Poland, was estab- 
lished at the Geneva con- 
ference of 1954 after the 
Indo-China war. In Laos 
its tasks were to supervise 
the cessation of hostilities 
and the reintegration of 
the pro-Communist Pathet 
Lao movement into the na- 
tional life. When the Roval 
Laotian Government de- 
manded its disbandment 
last summer. it stated that 
these aims had been 
achieved. 

This was not altogether 
true, for although national 
elections had been held 
and the Pathet Lao nad 
become a legal party in the 
new Government, what re- 
mained of its armed forces 
— two battalions — were 
resisting integration with 
the National Army. 

But the pro- Western 
Prime Minister, Phoui Sa- 
nanikone, was determined 
to see the commission 
wound up, for he had rea- 
son to suspect that its Pol- 
ish members were en- 
gaged in subversion: and, 
qucging from the immed- 
ate reaction from Hanoi.
